aces. 
The emperor stopped and In- 


flulred whether ho and tho arctidnke 
wero not singing the bit according to 
Chick's Idea of how It should be done. 


"My Idea!" exclaimed Gluck. "Why, 


Biro, I am the poorest walker in tho 
world, but I would vastly rather take 
n walk ot six leagues than be forced 
to hear a composition of my own In- 
terpreted In such a way as that." 


Joseph II. was bravo enough to take 


no notl' 
of the criticism, but fie 


court were quite convinced that If 
such a reproach bad been addressed
